William  W.  (Bill)  Hutchinson  was  bom  November  11,  1941  in  Hobbs,  New  Mexico,  a 
small  oilfield  town  in  the  southeastern  comer  of  the  state.  Bill  grew  up  in  an  oil  camp  in  the 
little  community  of  Monument,  New  Mexico.  Following  graduation  from  Hobbs  High  School  in 
1959  he  attended  the  University  of  Oklahoma  where  he  began  as  an  accounting  major.  Upon 
accepting  the  call  into  ordained  ministry,  he  changed  his  major  and  graduated  with  a BA  in 
Philosophy  in  1963.  Bill  received  his  MDiv.  From  Duke  Divinity  School  in  1966.  He  was 
awarded  an  honorary  Doctor  of  Divinity  from  McMurry  University  in  1987. 

Bill  spent  his  entire  ministry  in  the  New  Mexico  Annual  Conference.  Ordained  a Deacon 
in  1964  and  an  elder  in  1968,  his  first  appointment  was  to  found  a new  church  in  Hobbs,  New 
Mexico.  From  there  he  served  a small  rural  church  in  Marfa,  Texas,  a medium-size  church  in 
Artesia,  New  Mexico,  and  a large  church  in  Las  Cmces,  New  Mexico.  He  was  appointed 
District  Superintendent  in  1986  and  became  pastor  of  Central  United  Methodist  Church, 
Albuquerque,  New  Mexico  in  1 989.  Upon  completion  of  eight  (8)  years  at  Central,  he  was 
appointed  Executive  Director  of  the  New  Mexico  Conference  Methodist  Conference  Foundation, 
Inc.  He  was  elected  to  the  Episcopacy  on  July  13,  2000. 

Bill  was  elected  to  the  General  Conference  Delegation  in  1988,1992,1996  and  2000.  He 
was  elected  on  the  first  ballot  and  headed  the  clergy  delegates  in  ‘92,  ’96,  and  2000.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  General  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Ministry  from  1988-1996.  In  that  time 
he  was  on  the  faculty  for  the  training  event  for  new  District  Superintendents  and  Conference 
Council  Directors;  was  on  the  design  team  for  the  National  Clergywomen’s  Consultation  in  1991 
and  was  Chair  of  the  Identification,  Enlistment  and  Ethnic  Minorities  Concerns  Committee.  The 
latter  allowed  him  to  chair  the  Design  Teams  for  Exploration  ’94  and  Exploration  ’96.  From 
1 996-2000  he  was  a member  of  the  General  Board  of  Discipleship. 

As  a Foundation  Director,  Bill  served  on  the  Management  Team  for  the  NAUMF  and  as 
the  Jurisdictional  Coordinator  of  Foundation  Directors. 

He  was  elected  to  the  Episcopacy  on  July  13,  2000  and  was  assigned  to  the  Louisiana 
Area  as  of  September  1 , 2000. 


Kay  Aitken  Hutchinson 

Kay  Aitken  Hutchinson  was  bom  November  1,  1942  in  Bartlesville,  Oklahoma.  After 
graduating  from  high  school  in  1 960  from  Alva,  Oklahoma,  she  attended  the  University  of 
Oklahoma  where  she  was  very  active  in  campus  activities.  She  graduated  from  Oklahoma  with  a 
BA  in  Music  Education.  In  1983  she  received  her  Masters  degree  in  Vocal  Performance  from 
New  Mexico  State  University. 

Kay  and  Bill  were  married  on  August  30,  1964.  They  have  two  sons,  John  and  Mark. 
Mairk  is  married  to  Laura  Fernandez  Hutchinson  and  they  have  one  child,  Madison  Ann.

1 have  attended  all  the  conference  executive,  program  and  finance  committee  meetings 
this  year  and  offered  devotionals  and  prayers  for  several.  I wrote  articles  for  each  of  the  three 
conference  newsletters.  I participated  in  West  Gulf  Regional  School  of  Christian  Mission  this 
past  June,  taking  the  study  on  Peace,  writing  a devotional  for  the  program  book  and  providing 
table  graces  supporting  the  theme  of  India  and  Pakistan.  For  our  own  School  of  Christian 
Mission,  I prepared  a peaceful  prayer  room  and  designed  an  altar  in  the  chapel  for  inspiring 
peaceful  behavior  and  thinking.  I attended  two  local  mission  studies:  India  and  Pakistan  and 
Children  of  the  Bible  and  the  New  Orleans  District’s  mini-school.  Annual  Meeting  and  spiritual 
retreat.  I am  delighted  to  report  that  1 attended  Assembly  for  the  first  time  and  l am  certain  that 
it  will  not  be  my  last.  It  was  wonderful! 

Since  I am  the  chairperson  for  our  2006  District  Elected  Leadership  Training,  I have  been 
focusing  much  of  my  time  on  developing  an  exciting  and  worthwhile  event  with  Tillie  Shovys, 
who  is  serving  as  our  co-chairperson.  Tillie  and  I have  been  working,  not  only  on  this  year’s 
DELT,  Stayin’  Alive  in  Mission,  but  also  on  producing  a long-range  leadership  development  tool 
that  can  be  distributed  for  use  on  the  district  and  local  levels  for  training  United  Methodist 
Women.  Though  this  is  a tremendous  challenge,  we  believe  the  end  result  will  be  well  worth  our 
invested  efforts.  Tillie  and  I led  our  conference  officers  through  “DELT  101”  at  SCM,  to  help 
them  in  their  preparation.  The  UMW  at  First  United  Methodist  Church  of  Alexandria  accepted 
our  invitation  to  host  DELT,  moving  the  event  from  The  Wesley  Center  in  Woodworth,  saving 
our  conference  much  needed  funds.  DELT  is  scheduled  for  October  14,  2006,  from  9:30  a.m. 
until  2:00  p.m.  Lunch  is  being  provided  by  local  units  throughout  the  Alexandria  district. 

The  Wesley  Student  Center  at  Southeastern  Louisiana  University  has  been  the  recipient 
of  much  of  my  attention  this  year.  Serving  on  the  Board  of  Directors.  I have  attended  several 
meetings  for  planning  and  developing  The  Wesley,  but  most  of  my  time  has  been  spent  leading 
the  renovation  of  its  gallery  room.  This  main  gathering  room  (the  first  room  one  enters)  was  in 
poor  condition,  drab,  uninviting,  with  broken  furniture  and  rarely  used.  With  the  help  of  several 
volunteers  from  local  UMW  units  and  a few  from  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  room  98  boon 
■transformed  into  a beautiful,  safe,  multifunctional  space  for  continuous  use.  The  students  are 
thrilled!  Rev.  Emile  Tosso,  campus  minister,  has  been  a wonderful  helper,  encourager,  and 
supporter.  I am  very  grateful  to  everyone  who  has  made  a contribution  for  this  endeavor.

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REPORT  OF  MISSION  COORDINATOR  FOR  SOCIAL  ACTION 


As  I end  my  four  years  of  service  to  United  Methodist  Women,  Louisiana  Conference,  I 
do  so  with  love  and  concern.  My  love  is  with  the  many  women  who  have  become  more 
aware  of  social  action  and  its  importance  to  the  organization.  My  concern  is  that  all 
women  in  the  organization  have  not  yet  become  aware  of  the  real  meaning  of  social 
action  in  an  organization  that  is  deeply  involved  in  social  and  legislative  action. 

Our  focus  in  the  area  of  social  action  was  led  by  the  Bible,  the  Social  Principles  of  the 
United  Methodist  Church,  the  Book  of  Discipline,  the  Book  of  Resolutions  and  UMW’s 
own  Charter  for  Racial  Justice.  In  using  these  resources,  we  studied  and  acted  on  social, 
economic,  environmental  and  political  issues  of  the  day  which  impact  our  lives  and  the 
lives  of  women,  children  and  youth.  We  wrote  letters,  signed  petitions,  studied 
legislation,  observed  the  actions  of  our  legislators  who  were  elected  to  serve  us-and  vote 
in  our  best  interests.  When  we  were  not  acting  on  an  issue,  we  were  learning  about 
issues  of  concern.  We  worked  in  conjunction  with  other  groups  that  were  actively 
promoting  or  protesting  an  issue  because  we  know  there  is  great  strength  in  numbers. 

The  2GG5'-2006  year  had  its  own  set  of  problems  with  the  massive  destruction  of  homes 
and  lives  in  the  New  Orleans  area  due  to  Hurricane  Katrina.  The  problem  was  soon 
compounded  with  the  destruction  from  another  hurricane,  Rita,  in  other  parts  rrf* 
Louisiana.  It  was  only  through  faith  in  God  that  we  were  able  to  reconnect  as  United 
Methodist  Women  and  try  to  resume  some  of  our  program  activities. 

In  spite  of  all  that  occurred,  I am  happy  to  report  that  many  of  us  participated  in 
numerous  activities  this  year.  We  started  late,  but  we  managed  to  participate  as  follows: 

L Sent  letters  and  e-mails  and  called  congressional  representatives  asking  that 
the  levees  in  New  Orleans  be  rebuilt  to  withstand  stronger  hurricanes  than  a Category  III. 

2.  Delivered  letters  to  McDonald’s  asking  them  to  stop  the  sweatshops  in  Florida 
where  workers  grew  and  harvested  tomatoes  used  in  McDonald’s  foods.  Low  wages,  no 
sick  leave,  dusk  to  dawn  working  hours,  no  overtime  pay  or  health  insurance,  etc.  existed. 

3.  Participated  in  Women’s  Division  Peace  Media  Monitoring. 

4.  Sent  letters  supporting  Children’s  Act  for  Responsible  Employment  (C.  A.R.E.) 
Bill  designed  to  protect  the  health,  safety  and  education  of  child  agricultural  workers. 

5.  Sent  letters  and  called  President  Bush  to  advocate  renewal  of  the  Voting 
Rights  Act  without  a “signing  statement”  of  personal  legal  interpretation. 

6.  Petitioned  congressional  representatives  to  pass  laws  curbing  teen  drinking. 

7 Joined  the  Wake  Up  Walmart  network  to  advocate  for  powerless  workers. 

In  addition,  individual  units  joined  the  action  network,  purchased  multicultural  books  for 
children  and  youth,  assisted  a Jamaica  church  with  church  school  materials,  advocated  for 
Mexican  farm  workers  living  in  condemned  buildings,  called  for  Part  D Medicare,  fought 
for  Clean  Water  Restoration  Act  and  city  cleanliness,  and  led  many  other  local  social 
action  activities  to  empower  and  uplift  women,  children  and  youth.

I am  excited  that  Many 
UMC  youth  group  used  the  Mission  Study  on  Education  as  one  of  their  studies  and  visited  the  School  Board 
and  made  suggestions  to  improve  their  schools  as  their  action. 

It  has  been  an  honor  to  communicate  with  the  retired  Missionaries  and  retired  Deaconesses  residing  in 
Louisiana  I have  extended  invitations  to  them  to  attend  Our  School  of  Mission  and  the  Annual  Meeting  and 
look  forward  to  communicating  with  them  in  the  future.  They  have  some  great  stories  to  share. 

Beverly  Cox,  Chair  person  for  DELT  and  I are  working  diligently  to  have  one  of  tlie  most  exciting 
entertaining  educational  experiences  for  our  district  officers  they  have  ever  attended.  Our  prayer  is  that  with 
the  tools  provided  for  training  and  the  way  they  are  presented  and  enthusiasm  generated  that  the  word 
‘‘boring”  will  never  be  said  for  DELT  or  LELT  again. 

Lana  Lathan,  Conference  Resource  Person  and  1 are  working  together  to  create  a system  that  will  allow  our 
districts  and  local  units  to  have  easier  access  to  the  videos  and  DVDs  that  go  with  the  Mission  Studies  and 
educational  video’s  to  assist  in  Mission  Studies  and  programs.

September  15-16,  2006 

Greetings!  We  are  blessed  to  gather  at  our  2006  Annual  Meeting  of  Louisiana 
Conference  United  Methodist  Women  in  the  beautiful  facility  of  First  UMC, 
Monroe,  Louisiana.  In  2005  we  were  not  able  to  gather  until  November  because  of 
the  two  hurricanes  that  impacted  all  of  us  so  heavily.  We  thank  God  for  the 
blessings  of  the  past  and  of  the  here  and  now. 

As  always,  the  year  has  been  an  exciting  and  busy  one  for  us  as  those  seeking  to 
fulfill  the  purpose  of  UMW.  Activities  and  attendances  have  included: 

• Conference  representative  - West  Gulf  Regional  Planning  Team.  The  regional 
teams  build  the  basic  structure  for  our  Schools  of  Christian  Mission.  My  term  with 
the  WGRS  team  will  culminate  in  2007. 1 am  grateful  for  this  opportunity  to  serve 
on  this,  yet  another  level  of  work  for  UMW. 

•I  was  among  the  thousands  attending  the  2006  UMW  Assembly  in  Anaheim, 
California,  May  4-7.  It  was  a wonderful  time  of  fellowship 

• I attended  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  June  4-7, 2006,  and  assisted  with 
the  display  for  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Women.  The  display 
(coordinated  by  our  Conference  Vice  President,  Ldna  Hickman)  was  again  a 
successful  presentation  of  the  work  of  UMW  on  all  levels. 

I express  thanks  to  you  for  the  enthusiasm  you  expressed  in  your  visits  to  the 
resource  room  during  our  School  of  Christian  Mission,  July  5-8, 2006  and  for  the 
help  many  of  you  gave  in  the  packing  and  transport  of  books  from  the  Wesley 
Center  to  Monroe,  Louisiana.  I do  hope  the  resources  have  prepared  you  well  for 
any  upcoming  studies  you  plan  and  for  completion  of  your  reading  program  goals.  I 
too,  have  had  an  exciting  time  reading  the  books  I selected  for  completion  of  the 
reading  program.  Please  know  that  your  coiiference  officers  are  reading  right  along 
with  you  & completing  one  of  the  programs  using  books  selected  for  the  conference 
officer  book  exchange.  Many  thanks  to  Shirley  Jacocks,  who  has  been  coordinator 
of  this  process. 

Our  goals  for  2006  continue  to  emphasize  an  increase  in  the  reading  program  and 
also  focus  on  the  inclusion  of  children  in  the  reading  program.  Many  of  you  have 
innovative  ways  to  foster  this  and  we  ask  that  you  share  these  whenever  you  can 
with  me  and  with  each  other.  We  do  hope  you  have  remembered  to  include  the 
children  and  youth  in  your  reading  program  efforts. 

2006  has  also  been  a year  of  changes,  mainly  with  the  issuance  of  new  consignment 
policies  from  Service  Center.  At  the  end  of  May  this  year,  we  received  written  notice 
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of  changes  that  would  be  implemented  by  Service  Center  as  of  June  15*  and 
September  1*^.  The  biggest  impact  is  that  the  reading  program  books  will  no  longer 
be  offered  on  the  consignment  arrangement  which  means  they  will  not  be  returnable 
to  service  center.  Since  conferences,  district  and  local  units  are  now  required  to  pay 
postage  for  the  receipt  and  return  of  items  irom  service  center,  we  will  not  be  able  to 
order  non-returnable  items.  Per  the  most  recent  phone  contact  with  the 
consignment  department  of  service  center,  at  least  for  this  year,  conferences  can 
order  a limited  number  of  reading  program  books  which  will  be  returnable.  It  was 
explained  that  the  number  of  books  allowed  per  conference  will  be  based  on  a 
review  of  the  number  of  books  the  conference  returned  in  the  past. 

As  in  the  past  and  as  an  effort  to  extend  your  accessibility  to  the  books,  the 
resource  room  we  will  have  a fisting  of  the  ‘05  and  ‘06  books  that  can  be  found  in 
the  library.  This  list  includes  the  library  call  numbers.  Remember,  if  your  local 
library  dbes  not  have  the  book  you’re  looking  for,  ask  if  the  book  can  be  borrowed 
from  another  parish  library  or  if  there  are  fund:  available  for  it  to  be  purchased  by 
the  library. 

Several  audio  visuals  are  available  for  2006-2007  studies  (India  & Pakistan, 
Globalization;  and  Shalom,  Salaam,  Peace).  We  used  several  AV  resources  from  the 
Louisiana  State  Library.  Your  local  parish  librarian  can  assist  with  securing  these. 
*As  a more  cost-effective  process.  Program  Resources  and  Education  & 
Interpretation  are  implementing  a loan  process  for  AV’s  owned  by  the  UMW 
conference.  Contact  persons  for  this  loan  system  will  be  Lana  Lathan  (SPR)  and 
Tillie  Shows,  (£  & I).  This  arrangement  is  being  done  on  a one  year  trial  basis  If 
you  are  doing  studies  other  than  those  of  the  current  year,  you  may  check  with  the 
Methodist  Conference  office  librarian  (Baton  Rouge)  by  phone:  225-346-1646, 
extension  228. 

Be  sure  to  visit  us  in  the  Resource  Room  during  our  Annual  Meeting.  Our  hours  of 
operation  are:
